GOVERNMENT WEATHER FORE­ 
CASTS PREDICT MORE 
RAIN 


DAMAGE 
BY WIND AND 
HAIL 
RUNS TO MILLIONS OF 
DOLLARS 
Chicago, June 
14.— (U P )— Pros­ 
pects of fresh rainfall today brought 
a flood menace to many sections of 
the middle west, already suffering 
the effects of a week-end cloudburst. 
Government 
weather 
forecasters 
predicted more rain for most of the 
middle western states today and to­ 
morrow. 
Streams were swollen 
to 
flood 
stages, streets of several cities were 
under water and 
basements 
were 
flooded. 
Damage by the wind and 
hail that accompanied the rain will 
run into millions of dollars. 
Rockford, 111., suffered the brunt 
of the storm. More than four inches 
of rain fell in that city in a period 
of I Vfc hours’, bringing the most se­ 
vere flood conditions in 36 years. 
W ater six feet deep 
was 
running 
down many of Rockford’s streets and 
as many as 500 homes were flooded, 
forcing their residents to seek pro­ 
tection on the roofs. 
Bridges were 
swept away, one of them collapsing, 
while two automobiles with 
seven 
passengers were crossing 
it. 
The 
occupants 
were 
thrown 
into 
the 
swirling waters but were rescued by 
other motorists. 
Their 
machines 
were washed away. 
Property 
damage 
in 
Rockford 
alone will reach a half million dol­ 
lars and the city faced further dan­ 
gers as the waters of Rock river as­ 
cended to flood stage. 
Two men were killed in the storm 
at Chicago, where wind, hail and 
electrical display 
accompanied 
the 
heaviest rainfall in the city’s history. 
One man was struck by 
lightning 
and another killed when he touched 
a high tension wire which had been 
blown down. 
Four deaths were reported in the 
state of Iowa and property damage 
was 
heavy, 
particularly 
affecting 
growing crops. 
Transportation and 
communication facilities 
were 
dis­ 
rupted.

Virtually every building in Stein- 
auer, Neb., wras damaged by a small 
tornado, which lasted only

minutes. 
Crops in some sections of Nebraska 
suffered damage but 
rainfall

badly needed in th a t state and with 
the exception of those places where 
the wind was too high, the down­ 
pour will bring benefits. 
Two persons were injured at Ed­ 
wardsville, 111., where a high wind 
carried off the roof

Lightning 
struck a

supply house on the banks of Rock 
river at Sterling, 111., and heavy dam­ 
age resulted from the fire which fol­ 
lowed the lightning bolt.

2 YEARS’ NOTICE OF WITHDRAW­ 
AL REQUIRED BY LEAGUE 
COVENANT

Geneva, June 14.— Brazil resigned 
from the League of Nations today, as 
a result of the dispute over perman­ 
ent 
League 
council 
memberships, 
which began last March, when Ger­ 
many's application for membership 
first came before the council. 
Brazil’s notification of withdrawal 
was 
communicated 
directly 
from 
Foreign Minister Pachecho of Brazil 
to Sir Erie 
Drummond, 
secretary 
general of the League. 
Two years' 
notice of withdrawal is required by 
the League covenant, so that Brazil’s 
final departure from Geneva will take 
place In 1928. 
Paeheeho’s cablegram to 
Drum­ 
mond was as follows: 
"In the exposition of reasons for 
Its resignation as a temporary mem­ 
ber of the League of Nations coun­ 
cil, sent by Brazil to its ambassador 
at. Geneva, which was made public 
by the secretariat, It was stated that 
Brazil awaited an 
opportunity 
to 
complete Its act by declining to be a 
member of the League. 
"Having Just received the convo­ 
cation foj. the September 
assembly, 
for which It cannot appear, Brazil 
feels it to be Its duty to state that 
this circumstance Imposes on It the 
necessity of form ulating Its resigna­ 
tion to withdraw from the League. 
The dispatch, therefore, Is to he con­ 
sidered as a formal notification und­ 
er Article I of the covenant."

The cloHlhg salvos of election ora­ 
tory during the week will not affect 
whatever opinions the electorate has 
reached on the governor’s scheme for 
reducing state expenditures, but tho 
next few days will determine wheth­ 
er there is enough enthusiasm 
to 
bring out a good vote next Monday. 
Up to the present time, political ob­ 
servers seem to feel that the 
cam­ 
paigning has evoked but little inter­ 
est . 
The same seems to be true of the 
farmer labor race although Magnus

CHARGED WITH MANSLAUGHTER 
IN CONNECTION WITH AC­ 
CIDENTAL SHOOTING 


IS EDITOR WHO FIRST AGITATED 
QUESTION OF TEAPOT DOME 
SCANDAL

Albuquerque, N. M., June 14.—Carl 
C. Magee, newspaper editor of Albu­ 
querque and the man who first agi­ 
tated the question of the Teapot Dome 
oil scandal, goes on trial here tomor­ 
row charged with manslaughter in 
connection with the accidental shoot­ 
ing of John Lasseter, a bystander, dur­ 
ing a fight between Magee and former 
Judge D. J. Leahy, who had vainly at­ 
tempted to keep the editor in jail for 
contempt. 
The disagreement with Leahy was 
the outcome of Magee’s crusading edi 
torials in the New Mexico State Trib­ 
une, 
a 
Scripps-Howard 
newspaper 
which he edits. 
Several times before 
in seven years of political conflict and 
championing of reform measures, Ma­ 
gee has been hailed into court, usu­ 
ally on technical charges of libel. 
The editorial campaign which arous 
ed Leahy’s resentment had ended in 
the editor's triumph and Leahy’s de­ 
feat at the polls when the two men 
met in the lobby of the Meadows ho­ 
tel here on the night of August 22, 
1925. The former judge assaulted Ma­ 
gee, who fell to the floor. 
On the 
floor and under a rain of blows, Ma­ 
gee fired 
his 
revolver. 
The shot 
killed Lasseter, a state highway em­ 
ploye, who had come to Magee’s aid.

those men and woman, saw hard­ 
ships we of today never dream of. 
We hear farmers complain of sell­ 
ing hogs at 6 to 8 rents, what would 
they say to selling at one and three 
quarters cents per pound, and but­ 
ter at 5, 6. and 7 cents, eggs at the 
same low price, and besides taking 
their pay in trade, not enough money 
to pay for a postage stamp. 
Those 


were the good old days so many folks 
are wishing for, when taxes were no; 
us high as they are today. 
Mr. Smith tells me he was In 
Brainerd in 1881 on March 20 and 
the town did not look the same then 
as it does now. 
In those days no one 
knew of the iron ore that lay under 
the surface, neither did they dream 
of the summer tourist that comes to 
the shores of our beautiful 
lakes 
every summer. 
lit those early days 
lumbering was about the only enter­ 
prise thought about. 
Well, we hope to visit every one 
of you before the summer is through 
and write something good about you. 
I or your farm, or your children, and 
what your hopes are. 
One good lady 
I remarked that those "Little Visits" 
helped her to get acquainted with 
her neighbors living in other town­ 
ships. as she had heard that a Mr. 
(Jones or Brown lived over north. 
hut just where she did not know, 
until we had recorded our visit with 


j them, which had gave her the in­ 
formation. that located their home.

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AVERACK FARMER IS CONSERVATIVE 


D ean W. C. COFFEY of the College of Agriculture, University 
of Minnesota, who spoke at the recent Congregational conference 
at Brainerd voiced the belief that the average farmer is con­ 
servative. 
Only 75 years ago Minnesota was in its crude agricultural 
beginnings. 
Today it ranks high as an agricultural state. 
It is 
fifth in crop production; second in number of dairy cattle; the 
premier state for butter production, etc. 
The evolution, to say the least, has been rapid, said Dean 
Coffey. Many influences have been brought to bear upon it, chief 
of which are great urban growth in the United States, especially 
in the eastern part, and rapid transportation and quick communi­ 
cation. 
The average farmer is a conservative. 
lie is not keen for 
change; many of our farmers are the children or grandchildren of 
European peasants who for generations knew little if any change 
in method of farming and in manner of living. 
Their ancestral 
background would not warrant an assumption that they would be 
ardent disciples of change. 
Changes would have come without the pressure of growing 
cities, rapid transportation, quick communication and other fac­ 
tors characteristic of industrialism enjoying rampant growth if 
there had been a fair degree of progress throughout the country., 
Because of his reluctance to change and because agricultural de­ 
velopment has not proceeded at even pace in all parts of the stale, 
the agricultural attitude is not homogenous, but in general we 
have passed out of what is so often termed the pioneer stage of 
agriculture and I doubt whether any of our farmers have attitudes 
and methods identical to those of the pioneer farmers of fifty or 
more years ago. 
j 
The pioneer farmer was to a large degree self sufficient. 
Of­ 
ten part farmer, part trapper, or hunter or wood chopper. 
Few 
of his crops could be cashed. Wheat was one of the few. He was 
isolated—had to be self reliant, and farming had to be a family 
industry. 
He was an individualist; he worked hard most of the 
time; his hope of economic reward lay in the direction of the in­ 
creasing value of his fa rm ; his immediate income was small; 
his opportunities for a variety of pleasures were limited; his 
wants were simple. 
Being an individualist, the pioneer farm er’s religion was ap­ 
plied largely from an individualist’s outlook, 
it was exercised 
mainly in the realm of his own family and his own farm. 
Com­ 
bined action ended with raising the framework of the house and 
barn, building the church and school, hiring and firing the teacher 
and the preacher. 
I 
The modern farmer is engaged in a business. 
His occupa­ 
tion is no longer a self contained family affair although it is the 
one large industry left in which the family can and does take; 
part. 
Its family phase is extremely important but it calls for 
larger relationships than family relationships. 
■ 
Only a small part of the farmer’s product is processed and 
consumed on the farm. 
Therefore, marketing is a much larger I 
problem than ever before. Little of his home product may be con-1 
sumed in the home community. 
Through our complete transpor­ 
tation systems the multiplied thousands in urban centers have 
long arms with which they reach out for the kind and quality of ( 
product they want, 
Hence the Minnesota farmer must take note 
of the color and quality of the eggs produced by the California, 
farmer, for both sell to New York consumers. As an individualist 
this job is too big for him. 
He must combine with others in get­ 
ting quality and uniformity of product in sufficient volume to war­ 
rant shipment to distant points. 
By being part of a marketing o r-1 
ganization he can the more clearly recognize the need for growing 
a product of demanded quality. 
This, with the desire to get a! 
larger part of the consumer’s dollar helps to explain the wide­ 
spread movement in recent years toward cooperative marketing! 
among the farmers.

Public Purchases 7,770,782 
Government Publications 
in a Year. 


Wa Ellington.—The 
document 
divi­ 
sion o f the government printing of­ 
fice, which, 
under the superintend­ 
ent of documents, has charge of tile 
distribution and sale of nearly nil 
government publications, except those 
allotted to members of congress, last 
year made sale; amounting to $487,- 
922.63, an Increase of $47,017.70 over 
the preceding year, and $104,551 more 
than 
for the 
fiscal year 1021, ac­ 
cording to George II. Carter, United 
States public printer. 
In the fiscal year 1025 the docu­ 
ment division sold 7,770.782 copies of 
various government publications, an 
increase of 526,041 over the sales for 
1024. 
Most of these publications were 
ordered by letters, of which 375,571 
were received during the year. 
A 
large num ber also w ere sold over the 
counter of the government bookstore 
on the ground floor of the Document 
building. 
Tile increasing sale of government 
publications Is especially noteworthy, 
says Mr. Carter, iii view of the fact 
th a t the office has no funds for adver­ 
tising Its products and has to compete 
with free distribution by members of 
congress and other officers of the gov­ 
ernment. 
The sale of government publications 
could he greatly increased, declares 
Mr. Carter, by ending the present 
wasteful method of free distribution 
which carmot supply all the demands 
and Is therefore of benefit only to 
comparatively 
few 
persons. 
The 
charge for government publications. 
It is pointed out, is nominal, based 
upon reprint cost. plus 10 per cent. 
With this low cost no real reason is 
seen by the public printer why the 
distribution of practically all govern­ 
ment publications should not be put 
on a sales basis anil every one thus 
given equal consideration in the sup­ 
ply of public documents. 
Would 
Help 
Pay for Printing. 
‘‘Increased sales would, of course, 
help com pensate the government for 
the cost of printing,” the report con­ 
tinues, ‘‘hut a material 
growth 
in 
sales, unless accompanied by a re­ 
duction of tile free copies, would ne­ 
cessitate an additional force and a 
larger building for the document divi­ 
sion, which is already seriously over­ 
crowded. 
Therefore, any plan for the 
Increased sale and distribution of gov­ 
ernm ent publications should, of neces­ 
sity, take into consideration additional 
facilities and larger quarters for the 
document division. 
"During the fiscal year 15)25 the 
document division distributed 54,084,- 
158 copies of 
publications. 
About 
7,OOO,(KXI of these copies were pur­ 
chased by Hie public. The distribution 
was made in 21.372,202 packages, till­ 
ing 139,155 mail sacks. 
Periodical 
distribution for the various depart­ 
m ent and subscription lists requires 
the handling of 1,235 mailing lists 
Containing 
approxim ately 
835,000 
names. 
From these mailing lists 22.- 
712,004 
machine-stencll 
impressions 
were made during the year. 
"In order to meet the demand for 
government 
publications 
the 
d o c ­ 
um ent division has to carry a regular 
stock of fully IM),(JOO,OOO copies, includ­ 
ing almost every publication issued 
by tin' government iii the last half 
century. 
During the year the super­ 
intendent 
of 
docum ents 
received 
and stored 55 188,327 copies of the 
products of the government printing 
office. 
"Not all of the copies printed an ­ 
nually ever reach the public. 
During 
the year 2,645,531 obsolete and useless 
copies, which had been ordered by tile 
deportm ents in form er years, bad to be 
disposed of as w aste paper. 
Millions 
more of government publications will 
have to he consigned to the scrap 
heat* year after year, lf tile present 
excess printing for free distribution 
continues and no additional space Is 
provided for their storage. 
•The superintendent of documents 
also conducts an extensive informa­ 
tion service concerning 
government 
publications. 
Last year his office re­ 
ceived and answered 161,852 letters 
of inquiry and aided several thou­ 
sand other inquiring persons who vis­ 
ited the office. 
The fact that the 
document division possesses a re ­ 
markable library of government pub­ 
lication!-. consisting of 375,(HK) hooks, 
pam phlets and maps, for which there 
Is 
a complete reference catalogue, 
makes it possible to furnish infor­ 
mation which could not be obtained 
as readily and accurately from any 
other source. 
Batter Library 
Service. 
"B etter service is being rendered 
tile depository libraries than ever be­ 
fore. as indicated by the increasing 
number of libraries that have found 
it 
advantageous to secure congres­ 
sional designation as depositories of 
government 
publications. 
By 
the 
new law allowing depositories to se­ 
lect the class of publications to be 
furnished by the government, the de­ 
pository libraries have been relieved 
of the unbearable burden heretofore 
Imposed in having to receive and store 
copies of every publication printed 
by the government.

During tin* Inst fiscal year. tie re­ 
ports, $10.631.11 was returned, repre­ 
senting either overpayments or supply 
exhausted. 
Would Facilitate Payments. 
"The adoption by the government of 
a legal fender of small am ounts along 
the line of the Canadian postal note 
would be a great convenience, not 
only for the public in ordering gov­ 
ernment publications, but for any one 
patronizing a mail-order house where 
small rem ittances are involved,” de­ 
clares the superintendent in ins re­ 
port to tile public printer. 
"Although we advertise th at post­ 
age stam ps will not bo accepted, last 
year more than $12,000 worth w ere 
received as remittances.
